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Man beaten 
trying to 
halt a fight

A man who tried to break up a fight 
between another man and that man’s ex- 
girlfriend was badly injured Tuesday morn- 
ing when the woman’s ex-boyfriend 
attacked him in the 200 block of East Gobbi 
Street, said Ukiah Police Detective 
Mariano Guzman. 

The victim, who Guzman said police 
were not naming at this time, suffered 
bruises and injuries to his face and a lacer- 
ation to the back of his head in the alterca- 
tion. 

“The victim was completely covered in 
blood,” Guzman said. “He was pummeled.” 

Guzman said the victim was attacked at 
around 12:11 a.m. Tuesday when he tried to 
intervene in an argument between 
Alexander Jackson, 24, of Ukiah, and 
Jackson’s ex-girlfriend. 

Jackson allegedly attacked the victim, 
hitting him with fists and feet and knocking 
him to the ground. 

The victim was transported to Ukiah 
Valley Medical Center for treatment. In 
addition to his other injuries, Guzman said 
the victim may have suffered broken bones 
in his face, and at press time was still 
undergoing treatment.

Mendocino County Department of Health 
and Human Services announced Tuesday. 

The squirrel and the bird were collected 
on Aug. 9th and Aug. 10. In July, the 
California Department of Public Health 
announced that it had handled several 
reports of the virus in humans, including 
one in Mendocino County. 

The West Nile Virus is an illness trans- 
mitted to humans and animals by mosqui- 
toes. As of Friday, the virus had been iden- 
tified in 48 California counties. 

There have been 147 reported cases in 
California of West Nile Virus in humans 
this year, more than half in Kern County. 
There are nine reported fatalities. 

According to reports from health and 
human services, 80 percent of people 
exposed to the virus will display no symp- 
toms. Mild symptoms include fever, 
headache, stiffness and a rash on the chest, 
stomach and back. 

One in 150 people will experience 
severe symptoms, which include high 
fever, disorientation, tremors, coma, paral- 
ysis and convulsions and can have neuro- 
logical effects that can be permanent.

Craig says he did nothing wrong, isn’t 
gay; GOP leaders call for investigation 


BOISE, Idaho (AP) — Under fire from leaders of his own 
party, Idaho Sen. Larry Craig on Tuesday said the only thing he 
had done wrong was to plead guilty after a police complaint of 
lewd conduct in a men’s room. He declared, “I am not gay. I 
never have been gay.” 

“I did nothing wrong at the Minneapolis airport,” he said at 
a news conference with his wife, Suzanne, at his side. 

Craig’s defiant stance came as Senate Republican leaders in 
Washington called for an ethics committee review into his 
involvement in a police sting operation this summer in the air- 
port men’s room. 

“In the meantime, the leadership is examining other aspects 
of the case to see if additional action is required,” Sen. Mitch 
McConnell and other top GOP lawmakers said in a written 
statement. A private group, Citizens for Responsibility and 
Ethics, also filed a complaint with the ethics committee seeking 
an investigation into whether Craig violated Senate rules by 
engaging in disorderly conduct. 


Shiite gunmen clash in Karbala during 
festival; pilgrims ordered to leave 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Fighting erupted Tuesday between 
rival Shiite militias in Karbala during a religious festival, claim- 
ing 51 lives and forcing officials to abort the celebrations and 
order up to 1 million Shiite pilgrims to leave the southern city. 

Security officials said Mahdi Army gunmen loyal to radical 
cleric Muqtada al-Sadr fired on guards around two shrines pro- 
tected by the Badr Brigade, the armed wing of the Supreme 
Islamic Iraqi Council. Residents of Karbala contacted by tele- 
phone said snipers were firing on Iraqi security forces from 
rooftops. Explosions and the rattle of automatic weapons fire 
could be heard during telephone calls to reporters in the city 50 
miles south of Baghdad. 

In addition to the deaths, security officials said at least 247 
people were wounded, including women and children. 

The clashes appeared to be part of a power struggle among 
Shiite groups in the sect’s southern Iraqi heartland, which 
includes the bulk of the country’s vast oil wealth. 


Turkish foreign minister wins presidency, 
in victory for Islamic-rooted government 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) — A devout Muslim won Turkey’s 
presidency Tuesday after months of confrontation with the sec- 
ular establishment, promising to be impartial and praising the 
idea that Islam and the state should be separate. Still, in a sign 
that tension could lie ahead, top generals did not attend the 
swearing-in ceremony in parliament of Abdullah Gul, their new 
president and commander in chief. Local media interpreted 
their absence as a protest against the 56-year-old Gul, the for- 
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mer foreign minister in Turkey’s Islamic-oriented government. 

Gul, who has tried to engineer Turkey’s entry into the 
European Union with sweeping reforms, received a majority of 
339 votes in a parliamentary ballot in the capital, Ankara. The 
secular opposition had thwarted Gul’s earlier bid for the presi- 
dency, but his triumph this time was assured by a ruling party 
that won a second term in general elections last month. 

The burly and affable new president was careful to reach out 
to the many Turks who suspect he has a secret Islamic agenda. 

“In democracy, which is a system of rights and liberties, sec- 
ularism, one of the core principles of our republic, is as much a 
model that underpins freedom for different lifestyles as it is a 
tule of social harmony,” Gul said. “I will continue my path, in 
a transparent and fully impartial manner, embracing all my cit- 
izens.” 


Chinese miners trapped for six days 
ate coal, drank urine, cracked jokes 


BEIJING (AP) — The Meng brothers felt pretty good about 
their chances of making it out of the collapsed coal mine, until 
the sound of digging from outside stopped. 

With no food or water, they were forced to eat coal and drink 
their own urine from discarded bottles. When they were too 
exhausted to try to dig themselves out, they slept huddled 
together in the cold and dark. 

Meng Xianchen and Meng Xianyou finally clawed their way 
to the surface after nearly six days underground — a rare tale of 
survival in China’s coal mines, the world’s deadliest, where an 
average of 13 workers are killed every day. 

The two even managed to crack jokes about their wives 
remarrying once they were dead after they emerged Friday from 
the illegal mine — which had no oxygen, ventilation or emer- 
gency exits — in Beijing’s Fangshan district. 

“At the beginning, our cell phone still had power so there 
was a little bit of light. Two days later, the battery ran out so we 
could only feel with our fingers and listen,” the brothers told the 
state-run Beijing News in a report published Tuesday. 


U.S. poverty rate registers first 
significant decline since 2000 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Five years into a national econom- 
ic recovery, the share of Americans living in poverty finally 
dropped. The nation’s poverty rate was 12.3 percent in 2006, 
down from 12.6 percent a year before, the Census Bureau 
reported Tuesday. Median household income increased slightly, 
to $48,200. The numbers provided some good economic news 
at a time when financial markets have been rattled by a slump- 
ing housing market. But they were tempered by an increase in 
the number of Americans without health insurance, from 44.8 
million in 2005 to 47 million last year. 

Some advocates said the numbers were evidence of an 
uneven economy that is leaving many Americans behind. 

“Too many Americans find themselves still stuck in the deep 
hole dug by economic policies favoring the wealthy,” House 
Ways and Means Committee Chairman Charles B. Rangel, D- 
N.Y., said in a statement. “Income remains lower than it was six 
years ago, poverty is higher, and the number of Americans with- 
out health insurance continues to grow.”

Army report faults trainers in soldier’s 
death during map-reading exercise 


FORT HOOD, Texas (AP) — Army Sgt. Lawrence Sprader 
set out under the searing Texas sun on a map-reading exercise, 
carrying a cell phone in case he got hopelessly lost or fell ill in 
the hills and ravines of Fort Hood. And still he didn’t make it 
out alive. For more than an hour, a disoriented and dehydrated 
Sprader used his phone to repeatedly call superiors and tell 
them of his plight before the 24-year-old Iraq war veteran final- 
ly collapsed in the thick underbrush, where his decomposing 
body was discovered four days later. 

How could that have happened? A 1,700-page Army inves- 
tigative report, obtained by The Associated Press through the 
Freedom of Information Act, details a multitude of procedural 
violations, judgment errors and alleged acts of misconduct by 
Army trainers that not only contributed to Sprader’s death but 
put some 300 other soldiers in danger that day, including about 
two dozen who required medical attention. 


Dow, Nasdaq finish lower as investors 
grow more uneasy about economy, Fed 


NEW YORK (AP) — Volatility returned to Wall Street Tuesday, 
sending stocks plunging as investors grew more uneasy about the 
economy and whether the Federal Reserve will take the steps need- 
ed to prevent credit market problems from spreading further. The 
Dow Jones industrials fell 280 points. The stock market found lit- 
tle to assuage concerns in minutes from the Fed’s last meeting, 
released during afternoon trading. The major indexes’ losses steep- 
ened after investors parsed the minutes for signs of a possible cut 
in interest rates. 

There had been some hope on the Street that Fed policymakers 
might have sent a stronger signal they were more willing to cut 
interest rates to help calm turbulent market conditions. But in the 
minutes from the Federal Open Market Committee’s Aug. 7 meet- 
ing, while the central bank noted the turmoil in the markets and 
said, “to the extent such a development could have an adverse 
effect on growth prospects, might require a policy response,” it did- 
n’t discuss a cut in the benchmark federal funds rate that Wall 
Street has wanted. The meeting predated a number of actions taken 
by the central bank to try to alleviate market volatility, including 
the Aug. 17 lowering of the discount rate, the interest the Fed 
charges banks to borrow money. Wall Street, despite a calmer week 
after that step, seems to be growing more dissatisfied because the 
Fed has not yet lowered the funds rate — and with a return to the 
intense volatility seen earlier this month may be trying to force the 
Fed to act. “Investors are getting whipped side-to-side because 
their expectations, which are changing almost on a daily basis, 
aren’t being met,” said Chris Johnson, chief investment strategist at 
Johnson Research Group. “We’ve gone from the roof is on fire to 
the Fed is riding in on a white horse, and what we’re seeing now is 
a reality check.”

Cork vs. screw cap 


A fight over the environment

PORTLAND, Ore. - It’s the 
main event in the battle over how 
to close a bottle of wine: Cork vs. 
screw cap. 

To some, it’s a matter of style. 
To others, it’s an issue of quality. 
And now, it’s a question of what 
is best for the environment. 

Cork was the standard closure 
for ages. But winemakers began 
moving to alternatives in the past 
decade because of problems with 
cork that were ruining wines. 
Screw caps became a popular 
option and are now seen topping 
many fine wines, such as some 
bottles from Napa’s PlumpJack 
winery that sell for $100-plus. 

But some winemakers and 
environmental groups are urging 
wineries to return to basics - say- 
ing cork is the best choice for the 
environment. 

“This is one of those things 
where something we have done 
for years that is traditional is actu- 
ally the sustainable choice,” said 
Jim Bernau, owner and founder of 
Willamette Valley Vineyards in 
Turner, Ore. “How often can you 
say that for anything we’ve done 
in the past 50 to 100 years?” 

Cork is a renewable material - 
made from the fiber stripped from 
cork trees that can then regrow. 
The largest and most profitable 
use of this harvested cork world- 
wide is for wine stoppers. 

Several environmental groups 
say the growing popularity of 
alternatives like screw caps are 
threatening Mediterranean cork 
forests, where cork is mainly 
grown. Cork oak covers about 6.7 
million acres in the region and 
provides income for more than 
100,000 people, according to the 
World Wildlife Fund. 

Cork forests are predominantly 
privately owned, which puts them 
at greater risk for neglect or sale 
for development if the popularity 
of cork lessens. 

Cork producers say they have 
seen the overall production of 
wine stoppers drop in the past 
decade. And last year, The World 
Wildlife Fund estimated that if 
winemakers continue their move 
away from cork, three-quarters of 
the western Mediterranean’s cork 
oak forests could be lost within 
the decade, threatening jobs and 
ecosystems.

Rainforest 
recently jumped into the fray, 
offering a certification system for 
wineries to verify that their cork 
comes from cork forests that meet 
Forest Steward Council’s social, 


economic and environmental 
standards - lending assurance to 
winemakers and consumers that 
the cork was properly handled. 

The issue is complicated for 
winemakers, who are often 
swayed by issues of sustainability 
but have been burned by cork’s 
quality issues in the past. 

The primary problem that 
drove vintners away from cork 
was “tainting” or “corking.”’ Cork 
taint is actually a chemical com- 
pound called TCA, which results 
from an interaction of mold, chlo- 
rine and other organic compounds 
that produce a moldy or musty 
smell and flavor that makes wine 
undrinkable. 

Estimates vary, but some 
wineries say as much as 15 per- 
cent of their wine has been taint- 
ed in the past. Screw caps, by 
comparison, don’t have issues 
with tainting and are a fraction of 
the cost. However, they are usual- 
ly made from nonrenewable 
material - typically aluminum 
with a plastic insert. That also 
makes them difficult to recycle. 


The debate is particularly hot 
in Oregon, where sustainability is 
a badge of honor among wine- 
makers. Several wineries boast 
the use of solar panels, biodiesel- 
fueled tractors and organic farm- 
ing practices. There are salmon- 
safe wines, which ensure the 
winemakers’ practices don’t harm 
water that feeds into salmon 
waterways. And 16 Oregon 
wineries recently pledged to go 
carbon-neutral in the next 18 
months. 

“I think all of us are paying a 
lot more attention to (the environ- 
ment),” said Bernau, whose win- 
ery got the first Rainforest 
Alliance sustainable cork certifi- 
cation this year. “When you start 
seeing the temperature change in 
your vineyard, you start to pay 
more attention to it.” 

But environmental concerns 
are not enough to sway some 
winemakers. 

Willie Lunn, senior winemaker 
with Argyle Winery in Dundee, 
Ore., said his business became 
solely screw caps in 2002 and 
will be staying put for the time 
being. 

“The reason we went to screw 
cap was purely a quality point of 
view,” Lunn said. “For us, wine 
making is about the wine.” 


And as consumers’ resistance 
to screw caps or romantic ties to 
cork have died down some, screw 
caps seem to have strengthened 
their footing. Winemakers say 
they are even seeing some con- 
sumers ask for screw caps for 
ease of use. 

The cork industry did react as 
winemakers fled to other options, 
cleaning up its production and 
screening process to cut down on 
taint, such as using better wood 
and quicker drying methods. The 
world’s largest cork maker, 
Amorim, said it has spent several 
million dollars on its upgrades. 

That’s what won Bernau, 
whose winery once successfully 
sued its cork maker over taint, 
back to cork. He says the level of 
taint has been dramatically 
reduced with some of the cork 
industry’s new innovations. 

But it is still unresolved for 
some. 

“It’s a very complex issue. I 
don’t have a problem with cork,” 
said Dave Paige, winemaker at 
Adelsheim Vineyard in Newberg, 
Ore. “I’m just acknowledging that 
sooner or later someone is going 
to come up with something rela- 
tive to cork that is equal in quali- 
ty, acceptable to the public and 
recyclable. Then the conversation 
is over.” 


Virgin Galactic keeps low profile after explosion

LOS ANGELES - As a female voice coos, 
“Welcome to space,” six passengers in skintight 
spacesuits unbuckle their seat belts and somer- 
sault in zero gravity, occasionally peeking back 
at Earth through the private spaceship’s large 
portholes. 

Virgin Galactic showed off this animated 
video promoting the weightless joys of com- 
mercial space travel at a trade show for experi- 
mental aircraft last month. But the excitement 
was overshadowed three days later when a 
deadly flash explosion rocked a Mojave Desert 
facility where top-secret tests were under way 
for Virgin’s yet-unbuilt spaceship. 

The accident at the remote site run by famed 
aerospace designer Burt Rutan rattled the fledg- 
ling space tourism industry, which has enjoyed 
a honeymoon period since 2004 when Rutan 
launched SpaceShipOne, the first private 
manned rocket into space. 

It also offered insight into how two pioneer- 
ing companies that forged an unlikely partner- 
ship two years ago to fly civilians to space 
reacted to the tragedy. In a reversal of roles, 
Richard Branson’s publicity-seeking Virgin 
Galactic kept a low profile while its usually 
silent partner, Rutan’s Scaled Composites LLC, 
took to the Internet to mourn its workers. 

Some space experts believe Virgin Galactic 
is following the right strategy because the acci- 
dent was of an industrial nature and not directly 
related to spaceflight. But eventually customers 
and the public will demand answers, they say. 

“Tt’s natural for a company to not be out there 
talking immediately afterward. I don’t think that 
would be good PR,” said Kathleen Allen of the 
University of Southern California’s Marshall 
School of Business, who follows the commer- 
cial space industry. 

Virgin Galactic did privately contact its 
prized customers known as founders, who have 
paid the full $200,000 to be among the first to 
experience four minutes of weightlessness. 

Stephen Attenborough, Virgin Galactic’s 
astronaut liaison, reassured the founders in an e- 
mail that the accident’s impact on the first com- 
mercial spaceflights - expected in late 2009 or 
2010 - will be “minimal” and that it was “‘busi- 
ness as usual.” 


In a telephone interview, Virgin Galactic 
President Will Whitehorn said it is not the com- 
pany’s place to comment because the blast 
occurred in Rutan’s backyard. He added that 
four new customers have signed up since the 
mishap and none of the astronauts-in-waiting 
has asked for a refund. 

“Tt hasn’t affected Virgin Galactic as a busi- 
ness at all,” Whitehorn said. “It hasn’t put a stop 
to anything.” 

The Mojave accident invoked memories of 
NASA’s Apollo 1 tragedy 40 years ago in which 
three astronauts were killed in a flash fire dur- 
ing a routine launch pad test. The accident 
forced NASA to temporarily halt its space race 
with the Soviet Union and make design changes 
that led to the successful moon landings. 

In Scaled’s case, three technicians died and 
three others were critically injured while per- 
forming a routine cold-flow test of nitrous oxide 
that did not involve a rocket firing. The compa- 
ny, which has done the test numerous times 
before without a problem, uses the chemical as 
an oxidizer in its spaceship’s hybrid rocket 
motor. 

California occupational safety regulators are 
investigating the July 26 explosion and have six 
months to complete a report. 

The first fatalities of the new space race 
stunned the commercial space community, 
which until now has spoken about risks in 
abstract terms. 

Exactly how the accident will affect other 
companies building their own spaceships is 
unclear since most are working on different 
propulsion technologies. However, the Personal 
Spaceflight Federation, made up of more than a 
dozen private space companies, pledged to 
plow ahead despite the tragedy. 

Before the accident, hardly anything was 
known about Scaled’s progress on its suborbital 
spaceship program. Afterward, Rutan acknowl- 
edged for the first time the company was testing 
a propellent system for SpaceShipTwo, the suc- 
cessor to SpaceShipOne. Many details about the 
program are still unknown, including how far 
along Scaled is. 

Rutan also opened up a bit about his rela- 
tionship with Virgin, calling it “clumsy” as he 
explained Scaled’s silence. 

“This whole program for Richard Branson’s 


company is a program that’s clumsy for us, 
because it’s announced but not unveiled,” Rutan 
said on July 26. “So we have for a year and a 
half here been not answering any questions at 
all about the program.” 

Rutan did not respond to e-mails seeking 
additional comment. 

Scaled has since shed some of its stoic 
image. Its technical Web site was transformed 
into a virtual shrine for the three rocket workers 
killed in the line of duty. It set up a memorial 
fund, posted poignant online remembrances and 
gave updates on funeral arrangements and con- 
ditions of the injured, who are expected to sur- 
vive. 

Scaled also sought outside experts to deter- 
mine what went wrong and vowed to share 
lessons learned with the industry to prevent 
another accident. 

“Burt is taking it hard because it’s the first 
time he’s lost people. There is a feeling of shock 
that some of his friends died,” said space busi- 
ness consultant Thomas Matula. 

Virgin Galactic reacted to the accident by 
posting a three-line condolence message on its 
Web site under the heading “Mojave Incident.” 
Its unusual public silence caused some in the 
British press to speculate about its future and 
prompted Whitehorn to write a rebuttal in 
London’s Evening Standard newspaper. 

Virgin Galactic’s relative silence is a far cry 
from its publicity blitz at the Experimental 
Aircraft Association trade show in Oshkosh, 
Wis. 

Whitehorn talked about the ease of a Virgin 
Galactic spaceflight. “You don’t have to learn to 
speak Russian or train for six months in order to 
go on SpaceShipTwo,” he said. 

Alex Tai, Virgin Galactic vice president of 
operations, aired a 5-minute video of a “five- 
star” spaceflight experience and answered ques- 
tions about safety. 

Tai gushed about SpaceShipTwo’s hybrid 
rocket motor: “We know it’s going to be the 
safest way to go into space. There’s no moving 
parts in it, which means it’s pretty much impos- 
sible for that thing to fail.”

There’s always a 


next time 


We are now in the “blame phase” of the economic 
cycle. As the housing slump deepens and financial mar- 
kets swing erratically, we’ve embarked on the usual 
search for culprits. Who got us into this mess? Our 
investigations will doubtlessly reveal, as they already 
have, much wishful thinking and miscalculation. They 
will also find incompetence, predatory behavior and 
probably some criminality. But let me suggest that, 
though inevitable and necessary, this exercise is also 
simplistic and deceptive. 

It assumes that, absent mistakes and misdeeds, we 
might remain in a permanent paradise of powerful 
income and wealth growth. The reality, I think, is that 
the economy follows its own Catch-22: By taking pros- 
perity for granted, people perversely subvert prosperity. 
The more we -- business managers, investors, con- 
sumers -- think that economic growth is guaranteed and 
that risk and uncertainty are receding, the more we act 
in ways that raise risk, magnify uncertainty and threat- 
en economic growth. Prosperity destabilizes itself. 

This is not a new idea. Indeed, it explains why terms 
such as “the business cycle” and “boom and bust” sur- 
vive. But it gets overlooked in periods of finger-point- 
ing: now, for instance. The housing downturn and cred- 
it fears are undeniable. Someone or something must be 
held responsible. Here’s a rundown of popular suspects: 

e The Federal Reserve. It allegedly held short-term 
interest rates too low for too long. From late 2001 to late 
2004, the overnight Fed funds rate was 2 percent or less. 
Credit was supposedly “too easy.” 

e The Chinese. They funneled their huge export sur- 
pluses (mostly in dollars) into U.S. Treasury bonds. 
That kept long-term interest rates low even after the Fed 
began raising short-term rates in 2004. China’s foreign- 
exchange reserves now exceed $1.3 trillion. 

e Mortgage bankers. They relaxed lending standards 
for weak borrowers, leading to numerous defaults. In 
2006, about 90 percent of new “subprime” mortgages 
had adjustable interest rates. That exposed borrowers to 
future rate increases -- which many now can’t afford. 

e Wall Street. The mortgage bankers got giddy only 
because they could sell the loans to pension funds, 
hedge funds and others as mortgage-backed securities 
(bonds created by bundling loans). 

e Credit rating agencies. Moody’s and Standard & 
Poor’s -- which rate the creditworthiness of bonds -- 
allegedly weren’t tough enough on subprime mort- 
gages. That fanned investor appetite. 

Lending standards were clearly too lax and rating 
agencies too uncritical. Still, the rating agencies have 
downgraded fewer than 5 percent of subprime mort- 
gage-backed securities issued in 2006 (by dollar vol- 
ume). This suggests that many investors knowingly 
bought risky mortgage bonds, thereby inflating the 
housing bubble. Just why they did this is less clear. Did 
the Fed foster easy credit for too long? Maybe. But 
economist Mark Gertler of New York University argues 
that if this were so, inflation would have exploded. It 
didn’t. From 2003 to 2005, it rose modestly, from 1.9 
percent to 3.4 percent. 

What seems to have happened was a broad and mis- 
taken reappraisal of risk. Bonds that were once consid- 
ered highly risky were judged much less so. China’s 
appetite for Treasury bonds may account for some of 
this. It may have lowered interest rates on Treasurys and 
sent investors scurrying into riskier bonds with higher 
rates (corporate “junk” bonds, mortgage bonds, and 
bonds of “emerging market” countries like Brazil). But 
that can’t fully explain the extraordinary drop of inter- 
est-rate “spreads” -- the gap between rates on riskier 
bonds and safer Treasurys. In early 2003, junk bonds 
carried rates eight percentage points above Treasurys; 
early this year, the gap was less than three percentage 
points. Somehow, junk bonds were no longer so risky; 
therefore, it was OK to accept lower rates. 

Paradoxically, the fact that the U.S. economy grew in 
spite of so many daunting obstacles -- corporate scan- 
dals, 9/11, higher oil prices -- may have created a false 
sense of confidence that it could overcome almost any- 
thing. Sophisticated investors and ordinary consumers 
alike seem to have fallen under the spell of this logic. 
Believing risks had declined, the first group actually 
adopted ever-riskier investment strategies -- and 
unknowingly increased financial risk. The second, 
believing in continuing economic growth and rising 
home prices, assumed ever-heavier debt burdens -- and 
created potential obstacles to future spending. In 2000, 
household debt was 103 percent of disposable income; 
in 2007, it’s 136 percent. 

Mistakes and misdeeds do not occur in a vacuum. 
The ultimate culprit here may be irrational exuberance. 
As economic expansions lengthen, people become more 
complacent and careless. The very fact that the econo- 
my has done well creates conditions in which it may -- 
at least temporarily -- do less well. Prosperity inevitably 
interrupts itself with losses, popped bubbles and reces- 
sions. This produces recriminations and promises to do 
better, but there is always a next time.

The enhancements make it easier to send e- 
mail, instant messages or text messages from a 
single Web site - no need to launch or toggle 
between separate applications or devices. The 
features will be available to users in the United 
States, Canada, India and the Philippines. 

The most obvious beneficiaries will be par- 
ents, who will be able to use their keyboards to 


type messages sent to their 


phones - no thumb-twisting typing on a dial 
pad, said Yahoo Vice President John Kremer. 

“We’re giving you the right way to connect 
at the right time with right person,” 
Kremer, whose two preteen sons vastly prefer 
text and instant messages to e-mail. 

The changes come amid fierce competition 
among providers of free, Web-based e-mail 
services. Yahoo and Microsoft Corp.’s Hotmail 
have long dominated the niche, but Google 
Inc.’s Gmail has grown quickly since its intro-

Sunnyvale-based Yahoo bills the changes as 
the most significant overhaul of Yahoo Mail 
since its launch in 1997. The new version 
replaces a one-year-old beta program and adds 
new features, including text messaging, a more 
comprehensive e-mail search engine and an 
easier to read and edit contacts database. 

Users who don’t want the upgrades - or 
whose computers are too slow to handle them 
- can opt to remain with the current version, 
which Yahoo will call “Classic.” 

The new version allows users to click on a 
contact and then select whether to send that 
person an e-mail, instant message or text mes- 
sage. You could send an e-mail or instant mes- 
sage if you know the recipient is at the com- 
puter - or a text message if the recipient is on 
the road with a cell phone.

Q: I am a 6l-year-old 
divorced woman, working 
part-time and the primary 
caregiver for my 87-year-old 
mother, who was recently 
diagnosed with age-related 
macular degeneration (AMD). 
While her doctor mentioned a 
link between AMD and nutri- 
tion as he was leaving the 
room for another appoint- 
ment, he didn’t tell us much 
else. Mom’s Social Security is 
less than $600 monthly, and I 
am scraping to make ends 
meet. I read your column in 
our local paper and know that 
you’re not medical writers, 
but can you find out informa- 
tion on this condition? 

A: Until you wrote, we did 
not realize the impact AMD is 
making on older Americans. 
AMD, the leading cause of 
severe vision loss for people 
over age 60, gradually 
destroys the sharp central 
vision needed for viewing 
objects clearly and for com- 
mon daily tasks. In fact, the 
oldest baby boomers are at 
risk and should be screened 
for this disease by their oph- 
thalmologists. 

According to Dr. Michael J. 
Cooney, a practicing vitreo- 
retinal surgeon at the Vitreous 
Retina Macula Consultants of 
New York in Manhattan, there 
are a number of risk factors 
for AMD, with age being pri- 
mary. In an interview, Cooney 
told NextSteps that “30 per- 
cent of people over age 70 
will have some type of macu- 
lar degeneration” or signs of 
it. By the time individuals 
reach their late 80s or 90s, he 
said, “we expect to see some 
type of macular degenera- 
tion.” And there appears to be 
a higher rate of AMD and 
cataracts among women than 
men, perhaps because women 
tend to live longer.

high blood pressure, cigarette 


smoking (which increases 
your risk of AMD fourfold), 
family history, high choles- 
terol, vascular disease, obesi- 
ty, prolonged periods of sun- 
light exposure and, the ques- 
tion you asked about, inade- 
quate nutrition. According to a 
landmark trial called The Age- 
Related Eye Disease Study 
(AREDS) released in 2001 by 
the National Eye Institute, 
there is a link between nutri- 
tion and eye health, and high 
quantities of the antioxidant 
vitamins (A, C and E -- plus 
zinc) may retard the progres- 
sion of macular degeneration. 

Some studies suggest that 
those who follow diets rich in 
the antioxidants lutein and 
zeaxanthin have a lower risk 
of developing AMD. Lutein 
can be found in yellow pep- 
pers, mango, bilberries and 
green leafy vegetables such as 
kale, spinach, chard and broc- 
coli. Zeaxanthin can be found 
in orange sweet peppers, broc- 
coli, corn, lettuce (not ice- 
berg), spinach, tangerines, 
oranges and eggs. 

Vitamins A, C and E are 
found in various fruits (such 
as oranges, kiwis, grapefruit 
and dried apricots) and also in 
green leafy vegetables, toma- 
toes, peppers and raw carrots. 
They can also be found in 
nuts, seeds, dairy products 
and eggs. 


However, according to the 
National Health and Nutrition 
Examination Surveys, some 
62 percent of Americans do 
not consume any whole fruit 
servings on a daily basis, and 
25 percent of the survey par- 
ticipants reported eating no 
daily servings of vegetables. 
And most Americans don’t eat 
enough fatty fish -- such as 
mackerel, herring, sardines, 
anchovies and salmon -- 
which contain omega-3s, also 
important to eye health. 

Since a balanced diet, then, 
is the first step toward eye 
health, you should try to 
watch your mother’s diet care- 
fully and also attempt to 
decrease or eliminate other 
AMD risk factors that she 
might have. And for those 
whose diets are deficient in 
the suggested areas, whose 
bodies do not adequately 
absorb vitamins and minerals, 
or whose physician recom- 
mends it, there are eye-specif- 
ic supplements in pill form on 
the market, including Ocuvite 
by Bausch & Lomb. 

Taking the NextStep: 
According to Cooney, supple- 
ments under the watchful 
guidance of medical profes- 
sionals may even help reduce 
or prevent AMD in younger 
generations in some circum-

USC gets another O.J.

LOS ANGELES — Forty 
years after O.J. Simpson ran 
roughshod over opposing 
defenses on the football field, 
Southern California has 
another O.J. on campus. This 
one plays basketball. 

O.J. Mayo comes in as one 
of the nation’s most highly 
sought recruits. The 6-foot-5 
freshman guard is the jewel of 
coach Tim Floyd’s recruiting 
class and is seen as the key to 
changing a widely held per- 
ception that USC is just a 
football school. 

Of course, the Trojans’ 
football team is ranked No. 1 
going into Saturday night’s 
season-opener. The basketball 
team isn’t there yet, although 
it reached the regional semifi- 
nals of the NCAA tournament 
last season. 

“O.J. has created quite a 
buzz,” Floyd said Tuesday. 
“He’s been one of the most 
talked about high school ath- 
letes over the last decade, and 
with that come expectations. 
He’s a great talent, but I want 
to remind people that he is a 
freshman.” 

It’s been widely speculated 
that Mayo will play one sea- 
son at USC and jump to the 
NBA. 

“I plan on staying more 
than one year unless my situa-

tion changes and I have the 
opportunity to make a living 
for my family,” he said. 

“If coaches call coach 
Floyd and I have an opportu- 
nity to be a lottery pick to take 
care of my family, then I most 
certainly am going to have to 
look at that. Right now, I’m 
planning on coming back next 
year.” 

Mayo met with reporters 
Tuesday, a day after the new 
players joined the rest of the 
team practicing for an exhibi- 
tion trip to Mexico. 

Mayo downplayed any 
connection to Simpson, who 
won the Heisman Trophy in 
the late 1960s but went on to 
face murder charges in the 
deaths of his wife and her 
friend. 

“I just want to kind of work 
off my last name,” Mayo said. 

He is coming off a troubled 
senior season at Huntington, 
W.Va., High that included a 
three-game suspension for 
bumping a referee and a mari- 
juana possession charge that 
was later dropped. 

“He’s not a selfish guy. 
People might think he’s self- 
ish, but they get it wrong,” 
said guard Daniel Hackett, 
who already knew Mayo from 
playing on traveling teams. 

“He wants to win, just like 
I do, so in some kind of things 
we match. He’s been great so 


far and no problem during the 
summer. He went to class and 
brought kids to the weight 
room.” 

Floyd praised Mayo for 
earning B-pluses in two sum- 
mer classes and rallying his 
teammates to hit the weight 
room for morning workouts. 

“Not once has he never not 
been true to his word,” Floyd 
said. “Everything he said he 
was going to do, he’s done. 
All he’s ever talked about is 
winning. He’s never talked 
about his shots, his minutes.” 

Mayo admitted to being 
homesick and calling his 
mother in Huntington four or 
five times a week. 

He’s adjusting to getting up 
for early morning classes, 
where students’ heads turn 
when they hear his name dur- 
ing roll call. 

“It’s a great academic 
school and that’s part of the 
reason why I wanted to come 
here,” Mayo said. “That’s 
where the challenge is — try- 
ing to work really, really hard 
on the basketball and then 
wanting to be a successful stu- 
dent. That’s the only thing 
that’s nerve-racking.” 

Mayo will wear No. 32, the 
number he’s worn since fifth 
grade in honor of Magic 
Johnson, whom he plans to 
talk with about achieving bas- 
ketball and business success.

49ers still have yet to name a starting right tackle

And the winner of the 
49ers’ starting right tackle 
position is ... 

“There’s just nothing to 
announce yet,’ 49ers Coach 
Mike Nolan said Monday. 

So the battle continues 
between Kwame Harris and 
rookie Joe Staley. They’ll 
alternate with the first-team 
unit in practice and get their 
chance Thursday in the final 
exhibition game to make a 
case for being the starter. 

Nolan would say little other 
than their battle remains “very 
close.” He doesn’t have a 
timetable to make a decision. 

Asked who would start 
Thursday in San Diego, Nolan 
said: “That’s a good ques- 
tion.” 

In the wake of the 49ers’ 
underwhelming effort in a 31- 
28 loss to Chicago last week- 
end, Nolan plans to play his 
starters about 12 plays or one 
quarter - whichever comes 
first - in San Diego. 

Pro Bowl running back 
Frank Gore, however, won’t 
be among them despite his 
lobbying. 

Gore has missed all of the 
exhibition season after break- 
ing his right hand early in 
training camp.

Nolan said. 

“As much as he carried the 
ball last year, I think he’s got it 
down,” Nolan said. 

Gore, however, said he’s 
ready and eager to get back on 


the field. 

“I miss everything,” Gore 
said. “But Coach Nolan is the 
coach and I’m following his 
decision. I’m just waiting.” 

Gore likely will wear some 


sort of protective brace on his 
hand when he returns. 

`I should be all right,” Gore 
said when asked if the layoff 
will hold him back. “The first 
couple of carries will get me 


comfortable, and then I'll be 
ready.” 

Third-year defensive line- 
man Isaac Sopoaga was sin- 
gled out for praise by Nolan 
on Monday. Sopoaga made 
four tackles Saturday night at 
Chicago. That’s impressive 
considering his primary 
responsibility as nose tackle in 
the 3-4 alignment is to clog up 
the middle and draw the atten- 
tion of offensive linemen - 
giving the 49er linebackers 
chances to make plays. 

“He’s a better player now 
that he was a year ago,” Nolan 
said. “He’s playing stronger at 
the line of scrimmage and he’s 
keeping guys off the lineback- 
ers. Then every now and then 
when he’s turned loose, he’s 
made some plays. Isaac is a 
very athletic, very strong, 
powerful man and when he 
plays that way you’ve got 
something good.” 

Sopoaga, a 6-foot-2, 325- 
pound native of American 
Samoa, knows he doesn’t 
have the most glamorous job. 
But he’s not complaining. 

“I'm just working hard to 
help the team,” Sopoaga said. 

Nolan said he envisions 
Sopoaga spelling Aubrayo 
Franklin - who has been side- 
lined by a knee injury - during 
the regular season. 

“You always want to rotate 
your linemen,” he said. “It’s a 
wrestling match in there.” 


Hingis’ Open title came somewhere between yesterday and a lifetime ago

NEW YORK — Back at 
the U.S. Open a dozen years 
after her debut and a decade 
after she won the tournament, 
Martina Hingis took a stroll 
around the new workout room 
and simply had to smile while 
scanning the enlarged photos 
decorating the walls. 

There among the posters of 
previous champions is one of 
Hingis, clutching her silver 
trophy, a different player and a 
different person. 

“T’m like, ?OK, I look real- 
ly young.’ Short haircut, all 
that. It’s been 10 years,” she 
said. “Sometimes it feels like 
yesterday, sometimes like a 
lifetime.” 

Hingis was willing to remi- 
nisce a bit Tuesday after beat- 
ing Mathilde Johansson of 
France 6-0, 6-3 at the 
American Grand Slam tourna- 
ment, part of a mini-parade of 
past champions taking to the 
courts in first-round action. 

That included victories for 
2001 champion Lleyton 
Hewitt and 2004 champion 
Svetlana Kuznetsova, while 
defending champion Maria 
Sharapova and 2003 winner 
Andy Roddick were sched- 
uled to play at night. 


Others winning Tuesday 
included a man many consider 
a likely future Grand Slam 
champion, No. 3-seeded 
Novak Djokovic, and No. 6 
James Blake. The day’s 
biggest early surprise came 
when No. 9 Daniela 
Hantuchova, a past U.S. Open 
quarterfinalist, was eliminated 
by 50th-ranked Julia 
Vakulenko of Ukraine 6-4, 3- 
6, 6-1. 

Hingis might face 
Kuznetsova in the fourth 
round, but that’s a little far to 
look ahead these days for the 
26-year-old who used to be 
called “The Swiss Miss” — in 
the long-ago days when she 
was atop the rankings and 
won five Slams. The days 
before she missed three years’ 
worth of majors because of 
foot and leg injuries. 

The days when Tuesday’s 
opponent would see Hingis on 
TV. 

“Everybody was watching 
her,” the 22-year-old 
Johansson said. 

Hingis returned to the cir- 
cuit full-time in 2006, reach- 
ing two major quarterfinals. 
But her hip came out of align- 
ment a few months ago, and 
that and back problems limit- 
ed Hingis to a 4-4 record from 


the start of April until arriving 
in New York. 

“I used to recover faster 
when I was younger,” she 
said, then compared her old 
self to the Energizer Bunny, 
before adding: “It’s not like 
that anymore.” 

And when Hingis looks 
around nowadays at the up- 
and-coming teens on tour, she 
pauses to think about where 
she was and where she is. 

“I see the freshness, the 
hunger, all that. That’s how I 
used to be. Sometimes the 
older you get, maybe some- 
times priorities change,” she 
said. “You look at life differ- 
ently.” 

It’s been only about half as 
long since Hewitt won his title 
at Flushing Meadows in 2001, 
a triumph that helped propel 
him to becoming, at 20, the 
youngest man to end a year at 
No. | in the rankings. 

And yet for Hewitt, who 
like Hingis is seeded 16th at 
this Open, it probably feels at 
least as far away. With No. 1 
Roger Federer and No. 2 
Rafael Nadal dominating — 
they have combined to win the 
past 10 majors — “no one 
really has had a chance to 
win,” as Hewitt put it. 


Nonetheless, the 2002 


Wimbledon champion figures 
there will be another title 
somewhere down the road as a 
reward for his always-churn- 
ing legs and his zipping 
groundstrokes. 

“T believe that, yeah, it’s in 
me, that’s for sure. I think Pm 
good enough,” Hewitt said 
after easing past Amer Delic 
of the United States 6-2, 6-4, 
6-2. “That’s what my goal is. 
That’s what you keep striving 
toward, working for. 
Hopefully it will be around 
the corner.” 

Long known as a top 
returner, Hewitt got ready to 
face the 6-foot-5 Delic by 
practicing with John Isner, the 
6-9 American who hit 34 aces 


Monday. 
Perhaps thanks to the 
preparation, Hewitt broke 


Delic five times. 

Hewitt, meanwhile, never 
was forced to deal with so 
much as a single break point 
and won the final 18 points on 
his serve, 52 of 61 overall. 

“If you don’t do anything 
with (your) return, the next 
one he’s going to put in the 
corner, then you’re on the 
run,” said Delic, who played 
college tennis at Illinois. “It’s 
not even his serve that is that 
great, but he backs it up with 


the other stuff. ... I mean, the 
guy’s good.” 

Blake agreed, saying: 
“Lleyton is playing some of 
the best tennis in the world 
right now. He’s got to be in the 
top five contenders for this 
title.” 

Blake is on quite a run right 
now, having reached the final 
of the Cincinnati Masters 
before losing to Federer, then 
winning the hard-court title at 
New Haven last week. He 
faced down a challenge from 
Michael Russell on Tuesday 
before advancing 7-6 (6), 6-3, 
7-6 (4). 

Blake failed to convert any 
of the eight break points he 
held in the first set, then had to 
save two set points in the 
ensuing tiebreaker. 

“When I’m winning a lot of 
matches the way I have been, 
I get to 4-all, 5-all, 6-all in 
sets, I just feel like I’m going 
to win ’em,” Blake said. “I 
just have that confidence.” 

Djokovic’s self-belief sky- 
rocketed this month in 
Montreal, where he beat then- 
No. 3 Andy Roddick, Nadal 
and Federer in succession to 
win the title — the first time 
since 1994 that someone beat 
the men’s top three players at 
a single tournament.

LAS VEGAS — In the 
marathon FIBA Americas 
early round format of eight 
games in nine days, the 
advantage clearly goes to the 
deepest teams. 

As if the United States 
needed any more help. 

“Obviously, we have 
depth,” reserve guard Michael 
Redd said. “Our team is so 
deep, so you’re not playing a 
whole lot of minutes. That’s 
what we need to win, depth.” 

The Americans have more 
of it than any team in the field, 
which was a big reason that 
they were undefeated as they 
headed into Tuesday night’s 
second-round game against 
Puerto Rico. 

The U.S. team already has 
the most talented starting line- 
up in the 10-team field, but it 
becomes almost unfair when 
teams are forced to their 
bench. While most don’t have 
the luxury of a game changer, 
U.S. coach Mike 
Krzyzewski’s usual reserves 
have included an NBA finals 
MVP (Chauncey Billups), a 
first-team All-NBA pick 
(Amare Stoudemire) and his 
two best shooters (Redd and 
Mike Miller). 

For the Americans, chang- 
ing personnel doesn’t mean 
changing playing styles. They 
sometimes have even looked 
better with the subs in, such as 
when they blew open their 
victory against Canada early 
in the second quarter. 

“We save our legs, but 
everyone gets good wind. The 
way we’ve been substituting, 
they’re accustomed to not 
pacing themselves at all. In 
other words, instead of run- 
ning a mile, they’re running a 
100-yard dash.” 

A deep roster is mandatory 
in the Olympic qualifier. After 
playing four games in the first 
five days against the rest of its 
group, only one team from 
each side was eliminated. The 
other four moved to the sec- 
ond round, which started 
without a day off in between 
and features four games 
against the teams that 
advanced from the other pool

The first week sheds light on FedEx Cup

HARRISON, N.Y. — 
Playoff fever? No. 

Despite glitzy banners on 
the grandstands and a large 
“PGA Tour Playoffs” logo 
painted in the grass on a slope 
beneath the 13th tee at 
Westchester, The Barclays 
looked and felt like any other 
golf tournament. It happened 
to be one of the most exciting 
tournaments of the year, if that 
counts for anything. 

Playoff pressure? 

Absolutely. 

Not everyone felt it, least of 
all Tiger Woods, who didn’t 
bother to show up for round 
one of the FedEx Cup finale. 

Brett Quigley was at No. 
118 in the standings, knowing 
that only the top 120 would 
advance to the second round 
outside Boston. He had no 
clue what kind of score would 
get him there, but it wasn’t 
long before he found out. 

As he bent slightly on an 
injured right knee to study his 
20-foot birdie putt on the 17th 
hole, his eyes suddenly shifted 
to an electronic scoreboard 
behind the green that flashed 


the projected standings. 

His name was at No. 121. 

“That was the most nervous 
I’ve felt on tour,” Quigley 
said. “I never felt that nervous 
trying to win a tournament.” 

Turns out the leaderboard 
had faulty information, and he 
was not outside the 120 at that 
moment. Quigley didn’t know 
that, however, and that’s what 
made his next stroke so 
impressive. It was a slick putt 
over a bumpy green, and he 
rolled it into the cup. 

Clearly relieved as he 
walked off the green, the 
leaderboard again flashed the 
projected standings. Quigley’s 
caddie, John “Cubbie” Burke, 
rushed over and held a towel 
in front of his face like a cur- 
tain. There was laughter all 
around, especially when 
Quigley hit a fairway metal 
onto the 18th green for a two- 
putt birdie to close with 67. 

He wound up in a tie for 
25th. All that work, and he 
only moved up to No. 115 in 
the standings. 

“My thinking was if I made 
the cut, I would be OK,” he 
said. 

Quigley narrowly made it 


to the Deutsche Bank 
Championship this week, but 
his season will be over if he 
finishes any lower than sec- 
ond. Ditto for Rich Beem, 
who had his best finish of the 
year (tie for seventh). 

It is senseless to judge the 
merits of the FedEx Cup until 
it ends at the Tour 
Championship three weeks 
from now. But the first of four 
events shed some light on 
what this format is all about. 

And it’s not all bad. 

For now, much of the atten- 
tion is on the guys at the bot- 
tom of the food chain. It’s 
almost as if the tour is telling 
them, “These playoffs really 
are for the top 70, but we’ll 
give you a chance for a week 
or two. After that, it’s time for 
you to go home.” 

They have no one to blame 
but themselves. 

Players had all year to 
accumulate points. If anyone 
thought simply qualifying for 
the playoffs was enough — 
not all that difficult with 144 
players getting into the first 
event — they learned at The 
Barclays just how well they 
had to play to advance.

Nominees must the 
parent/legal guardian/caregiv- 
er of a student-athlete who 
currently attends a CIF-mem- 
ber school and competes, or 
plans to participate, on a CIF- 
approved sports team at that 
school. Application forms 
must include an endorsement 
by the school principal. All 
nominations will be placed in 
a pool for consideration, but 
are not guaranteed member- 
ship on the committee. 

All positions on the 
committee are voluntary, 
though travel expenses to and 
from meetings will be covered 


according the CIF reimburse- 
ment policy. 

The Parents Advisory 
Committee will be comprised 
of five or six groups, based on 
geographic location, and 
including approximately 10- 
12 members. 

There will be regional 
meetings in various parts of 
the state with exact locations 
are still to be determined.

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Copper thefts hit farms hard; rising metal prices fuel surge

SAN JOSE — Twice this spring, metal 
thieves trespassed onto Gary Barton’s wal- 
nut ranches in the Central Valley, yanked 
out the copper connecting his irrigation 
pumps to the power poles, and drove off 
with thousands of dollars worth of scrap 
metal. 

In all, Barton says he’s had to spend 
more than $10,000 repairing and replacing 
the copper wiring for the seven vandalized 
pumps. And he considers himself fortunate 
— other farmers have lost entire crops and 
had to shell out much more to stay in busi- 
ness. 

Metal thefts have been on the rise as 
prices have skyrocketed, and copper thefts 
are hitting farmers in California and 
throughout the country particularly hard. 
Commonly used in electrical wiring, and 
included in motors for pumps and tractors 
and other farm machinery, copper is every- 
where in agricultural operations and is an 
increasingly juicy target for thieves, selling 
for around $3.50 a pound, a more than 400 
percent increase from 2001, fueled in part 
by demand from a building boom in China. 

“We are totally vulnerable,” said Barton 
of Barton Ranch in Escalon in San Joaquin 
County. “It’s just sort of waiting for the next 
one to happen because the assumption is 
that it will. We can’t keep an eye on these 
things 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. We 
just hope it doesn’t happen in the middle of 
the growing season - because that’s when it 
gets really scary.” 


Metals such as copper and aluminum, 
long targets of thieves, are not only disap- 
pearing from farms law enforcement 
officials are grappling with a spike in thefts 
such as air conditioners and gutters from 
homes and businesses, power lines and 
even public areas where freeway guardrails 
and other infrastructure is disappearing. 

Authorities say the damage can be par- 
ticularly severe for farmers, who risk losing 
crops and whose livelihood could be threat- 
ened if their machinery is disabled for sev- 
eral days or weeks at a time while repairs 
are made. 

The amount of reported metal thefts in 
many counties in the San Joaquin Valley 
jumped to around $6 million last year, up 
from less than $1 million in 2001, accord- 
ing to Bill Yoshimoto, assistant district 
attorney for Tulare County and project 
director for the Agricultural Crime 
Technology Information and Operations 
Network, or ACTION. The group coordi- 
nates agricultural commissioners, prosecu- 
tors and sheriff’s departments in 13 coun- 
ties to fight agricultural crimes. 

Yoshimoto estimates that the actual loss- 
es are probably 10 times as high because 
many farmers don’t report the crimes. Such 
crimes also are often lumped into the gen- 
eral property theft category, making 
statewide and national figures for metal 
thefts affecting farmers difficult to calcu- 
late, farming officials said. 

“Tt’s a huge problem, because I believe 
that if not all, most farmers and ranchers in 
California have been victims at one time or 


another of metal theft,” he said. “That’s a 
huge amount of crime taking place.” 

Yoshimoto said efforts at cracking down 
on the local level have helped slow the 
amount of thefts somewhat, but that losses 
continue to be devastating for farmers. In 
recent years, there have been at least a few 
electrocution deaths a year among metal 
thieves. 

“The biggest expense for farmers is 
replacing whatever’s taken — they can’t do 
without,” he said. “To do without replacing 
a pump means you lose your crop.” 

Some farmers have built concrete barri- 
ers around their pumps, installed surveil- 
lance cameras and hired security guards to 
patrol their properties. 

But some like Barton say they can’t 
afford round-the-clock security and are 
pushing for stricter regulations on recy- 
clers. A recent bill in California that would 
have required recyclers to implement more 
safeguards to identify people selling scrap 
metal failed, and reform advocates are now 
starting to push legislation at the local level. 

Some key changes they would like to see 
include forcing recyclers to require pay- 
ment by check so the seller’s identity can be 
tracked, and requiring a photo ID for some 
sales. 

“Tt’s very high on the radar of people out 
here,” Barton said. “And the frustrating 
thing is it’s extremely hard to stop, because 
the sites where irrigation pumps are located 
are rural, very little traffic around them, and 
the bad guys know that, which makes it 
very easy picking.” 


Current heat wave will stress California’s electric grid

SACRAMENTO — Electricity 
demand in California surged past fore- 
casts Tuesday, setting a new peak for the 
summer and prompting calls for conser- 
vation as a heat wave was expected to 
push demand near all-time record highs 
on Wednesday and Thursday. 

“We set a new peak today and we’ll 
blow through that record pretty quick 
tomorrow,” said Gregg Fishman, 
spokesman for Cal-ISO, manager of most 
of the state’s electricity grid. “We know 
it’s going to be hot; the question is how 
hot and how much of the state’s coastal 
population centers will be hit.” 

Demand peaked on Tuesday afternoon 
at 45,888 megawatts — nearly 1,000 
megawatts higher than expected. 

But state officials are hoping that with 
calls for conservation that Wednesday’s 
predicted peak demand of 47,275 


megawatts and Thursday’s forecast for 
47,667 megawatts will not creep higher 
than anticipated. 

California’s all-time record energy 
demand is 50,270 megawatts. It was set 
last year during a two-week heat wave 
blamed for hundreds of deaths. 

On Wednesday, electricity will be in 
scarce supply because temperatures will 
be hot simultaneously in both the north- 
ern and southern parts of the state. 

Temperatures in the Los Angeles area 
will range from 95 to 100 degrees, and 
the San Francisco Bay area also will 
experience above-average temperatures. 
San Jose will hit 94 and the high in 
Oakland will reach 85, according to 
National Weather Service forecasts. 

The mercury will top 100 degrees 
throughout the Central Valley and reach 
112 in Palm Springs. 

Fishman said high temperatures 
throughout Arizona, New Mexico and 


much of the West will complicate the 
state’s efforts to pull in enough energy to 
meet the demand. 

“We're shopping around the West for 
some additional resources to maximize 
supply, but many of those are going to be 
needed locally,” he said. 

The California ISO has declared 
Wednesday and Thursday “Flex Alert 
Days,” and is urging residents to con- 
serve electricity, especially during the 
peak hours of 4 to 6 p.m. 

While reducing air conditioning use is 
one way to conserve energy, the ISO says 
people whose health could be compro- 
mised should not put themselves at risk. 

Among the tips the agency suggests: 
Set thermostats at 78 degrees or higher; 
cool with fans; turn off unnecessary 
lights and use big appliances in the early 
morning or late at night.

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Almost a year after the 
measure passed, the sound 
of pounding hammers and 
waving sheet metal fill the 
air on campus as the reroof- 
ing of seven buildings takes 
place throughout the day, 
and while the hammering 
may be the most prominent 
reminder of the work, it isn’t 
the only reminder on cam- 
pus. Signs posted outside 
the different work zones 
help to let people know 
about the more than 30 pro- 
jects the bond will support. 

To help supplement the 
$67.5 million from the 
bond, Ross Beck, director of 
public information, said the 
college continued working 
to find more matching funds 
from the state. And $26.9 
million in matching funds 
later, the project’s budget 
jumped to $94.4 million. 

Beck said allocating the 
matching funds from the 
state helped to keep the col- 
lege’s vision intact, while 
also helping to supplement 
bigger projects like the new 
Integrated Information 
System (IIS) and the 
Library/Learning Resource 
Center (LRC). 

The new IIS is a $6 mil- 
lion project that will help 
the college to offer online 
registration, access to 
grades through the Internet 
and a full-customizable Web 
portal. Beck said offering 
students more Internet 
access fueled the demand 
for the IIS, which is one of 
the college’s first priorities. 
With work scheduled to 
begin this fall on the IIS, its 
completion is expected 
before the end of the school 
year. 


“One of my goals this fall 
is to return to those groups 
and other organizations to 
bring them updates of our 
progress on the various 
Measure W projects and 
how they are improving stu- 
dent learning at Mendocino 
College,” Lehner said. 

One of the biggest pro- 
jects to come from Measure 
WwW is the new 
Library/Learning Resource 
Center, with a budget of $32 
million for the building that 
will occupy the area of cam- 
pus currently known as The 
Quad. The contract for the 
preliminary planning, 
design development and 
working drawings were sub- 
mitted to the district by 
TLCD Architecture of Santa 
Rosa. The final plan propos- 
al was submitted to the 
Chancellor’s Office in 
Sacramento on July 1. 

Some of the other pro- 
jects on the schedule for the 
bond program include a new 
maintenance warehouse, a 
Lake County Center for out- 
of-area learning, improve- 
ments to disabled access and 
changes to the soccer field, 
among others. 

With at least 20 of the 31 
scheduled projects yet to 
begin, Beck said a date for 
completion is still in the 
works. 

“Completion is hard to 
say, but we’d like to get all 
this done in five years,” 
Beck said. “Otherwise we’ ll 
have to fight inflation. We 
have to go through a very 
careful planning process.”

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agencies were asking the 
same thing. 

First, Sheriff Tom Allman 
asked for, and received, 
$191,589.60 for digital cam- 
corders to be mounted on the 
dashboards of officer patrol 
cars. 

“The company has given us 
a 30-day quote for $150 off 
per unit,” he said. “We are 
asking for emergency support 
from the board.” 

Then, the board was 
informed that the Mendocino 
County Library has suddenly 
found itself in need of 
$126,000 after Friday’s sign- 
ing of the state’s budget. 

“The governor made a 
commitment that he would cut 
out $700 million of stuff,” 
said Chief Executive Officer 
Albert Beltrami. “He also blue 
penciled a lot of things out. 
The library lost $126,000, 
which we had to put back in.” 

Beltrami said the signing of 
the budget wasn’t all bad 
news for the county. 

“There was some good 
things like the Williamson 
Act,” he said. “We were 
pleased with that.” 

According to the California 
Farm Bureau Federation, 
“Gov. Schwarzenegger and 
the state Legislature preserved 
the...Williamson Act in the 
$145 billion state budget the 
governor signed last week. 
The budget maintains $39.1 
million for the state govern- 
ment contribution to the farm- 
land protection program, 
which was initially slated for 
removal in the governor's 
May budget revision.” 


director of the county’s 
Planning and Building 
Services Department told the 
board his department was in 
dire need of two additional 
code enforcement officers. 

“T truly believe we are at a 
critical point in code enforce- 
ment,” he said. “We used to 
get calls about ‘why aren’t 
you doing anything?’ whereas 
before people were asking 
‘why are you doing this?’. We 
are behind the curve.” 

Code enforcement officers 
have a wide array of responsi- 
bilities covering compliance 
with county ordinances, and 
running the gamut from sign 
maintenance, customer ser- 
vice, debris cleanup and out- 
door marijuana grows. 

After the complaint has 
been made, it’s the code com- 
pliance officer’s job to visit 
the home, photograph the rea- 
son for the complaint (often 
piles of junk and garbage) and 
notify the resident or owner. 

“We have a county that is 
three times larger in size than 
Lake (County) and we have 
two-and-a-half times fewer 
code enforcement officers,” 
said 2nd District Supervisor 
Jim Wattenburger. “It doesn’t 
make any sense.” 

Third District Supervisor 
John Pinches said he does 
support the idea but main- 
tained there was no money for 
It; 

“There are lots of things I 
support, but the one thing I 
don’t support is leaving here 
without a balanced budget,” 
he said. 

Fifth District Supervisor J. 
David Colfax disagreed and 
said the responsibility code 
enforcement officers carry is 
too large to leave under- 
staffed.

the virus. There have been 16 
reported cases of the virus in 
horses in 16 counties. There 
have been no reported horse 
cases in Mendocino County. 

Horse owners are encour- 
aged to vaccinate their horses 
against the West Nile Virus by 
contacting their local veteri- 
narians. 

To protect themselves from 
West Nile, Californians are 
encouraged to apply insect 
repellent containing DEET, 
picaradin or oil of lemon 
eucalyptus, according to label 
instructions, Ensure doors and 
windows have tight-fitting 
screens. Repair or replace 
screens that have tears or 
holes and eliminate all 
sources of standing water that 
can support mosquito breed- 
ing.

Fourth District Supervisor 
Kendall Smith said she was 
disappointed by the current 
state of affairs. 

“It’s really not acceptable,” 
she said.

He is the 
longest-serving county 
administrator in the state of 
California.” 


Beltrami has devoted near- 
ly 40 years to public service, 
including work for three Cali- 
fornia counties. He was chief 
administrative officer of Men- 
docino County from 1965 to 
1990; Stanislaus County chief 
executive officer from 1991 to 
1993, and deputy director of 
Intergovernmental Affairs for 
Gov. Pete Wilson from 1993 
to 1995, according to the Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers Association 
Web site. 

Beltrami said he was appre- 
ciative of the board’s kind 
words, but that he wasn’t gone 
yet. 

“I’m still going to be here 
for another month you know,” 
he said, laughing.
